has Ignored the injunction 
secured 
some time ago by the city, in buldlng 
tracks across Belleek street. 
Men in 
• he employ o f the company have been 
at work for a number of days in con­ 
structing the west bound track, hut 
until Belleek street was reached pub­ 
lic property had not been intruded up­ 
on. 
The new track came to an end 
a short distance east of 
Mulberry 
street, no attempt being made to lay 
the rails at the street intersection. 
None of the street from Mulberry west 
to Belleek extend across the railroad 
to the north. 
Belleek street did not 
extend across the tracks until 
the 
Midway Land company’s addition was 
accepted by the city, the latest at­ 
lases. compiled for the county, not 
showing the extension. 
Not only did the railroad company 
construct the main line track across 
the street intersection, but a spur for 
he use of the Freedom Oil company 
at its new supply station. 
The com­ 
pany has either entirely ignored the 
injunction or the contractors are in 
ignorance of the fact that 
Belleek 
street extends beyond the tracks to 
tie north. 
Those who have learned of the com 
niny’s act are surprised rather than 
angry, although the street crossing 
as been left in an almost impassable 
ondition. 
It is realized 
that 
the 
racks will eventually be laid and that 
the company will have the legal right 
to act as soon as the differences with 
the city arc adjusted. 
Surprise is ex 
pressed, however, at the assurance of 
the company in violating the Injunc­ 
tion. 
It is not likely that any objection 
will be made by East Enders unless

BELLEEK STREET TRACKS 


Have Been Constructed By the Com­ 


pany And the Crossing 
Is Almost 


Impassable as 
a 
Result— Citizens 
Are Surprised. 


According to the statement 
of a 
prominent East End citizen, made this 
morning, the C. & p. railroad company 
has ignored the injunction 
secured 
some time ago by the city, in bulding 
tracks across Belleek street. 
Men in 
• he employ of the company have been 
at work for a number of days in con­ 
structing tile west bound track, but 
until Belleek street was reached pub­ 
lic property had not been intruded up­ 
on. 
The new track came to an end 
a short distance east of 
Mulberry 
street, no attempt being made to lay 
the rails at tile street intersection. 
None of the street from Mulberry west 
to Belleek extend across the railroad 
to the north. 
Belleek street did not 
extend across the tracks until 
the 
Midway Land company’s addition was 
accepted by the city, the latest at­ 
lases, compiled for the county, not 
showing the extension. 
Not only did the railroad company 
construct the main line track across 
the street intersection, but a spur for 
the use of the Freedom Oil company 
at its new supply station. 
The com­ 
pany has either entirely ignored the 
injunction or the contractors are in 
ignorance of the fact that 
Belleek 
street extends beyond the tracks to 
the north. 
Those who have learned of the com­ 
pany’s act are surprised rather than 
angry, although the street crossing 
lias been left in an almost impassable 
condition. 
It is realized 
that 
the 
tracks will eventually be laid and that 
the company will have the legal right 
to act as soon as the differences with 
the city are adjusted. 
Surprise is ex­ 
pressed, however, at the assurance of 
the company in violating the injunc­ 
tion. 
It is not likely that any objection 
will be made by East Enders unless 
the company fails to make the cros­ 
sing passable. 
If this is not done 
trouble may follow and an inquiry will 
be made into the merit of the (ase.

T h e Johnson county 
commissioners 
wont after them at the first chaine. 
The commissioners could not legislate 
them out of office, because the state

service. 
But Cuyahoga county em ­ 
ployed them. and named tho salary it 
would give them. 
If this salary were

These 
Same Officials Draw Out of the City and County Treasuries 
the Sum of $296,756 Each Year In Salaries. 


In view of tho fact th at M ayor Johnson, w ho would Ilk© to b© governor 
of Ohio. has m ade “ju st taxation," as he understands it, one of the three 
issues of the p resen t campaign, it would be interesting to know Just w hat 
Mr. Johnson and bis followers m ean by "ju st tax atio n ,” says th e Cleveland 
Leader: 
The great "single-taxer” has never seen fit to state w hat the phrase 
means, and how he would bring about a reform iu taxation m ethods which 
would equalise th e burden and be fair to every taxpayer In the state. 
A 
large num ber of the people of Ohio believe th at Mayor Jo h n s o n ’s Idea of 
taxation is a radical reform along the lines laid down by H enry George, 
and better know n as the single tax ; this not only embraces a tax upon land 
alone, tor all purposes of revenue, but also a confiscation of property values, 
which would place th e burden of taxation upon the small land ow ner and 
tak e It away from the rich m an w ith his millions invested 
in 
invisible 
securities. 
W hether o r n o t Mayor Jo h n so n contem plates as radical a reform as 
this. this much is sure, th at the tax record of the mayor and bls officeholders 
in Cuyahoga county proves th a t th eir cry of "ju st taxation” is inconsistent 
with their public record In the m atter of tax returns. 
In the following table 
It will be seen th a t 106 of the Dem ocratic officeholders of the m ayor's city 
and county m achine and candidates draw annual salaries 
am ounting to 
$296,756, and re tu rn for taxation th eir personal property at $41,195. 
Phi? 
record Includes the salary and personal tax retu rn of the m ayor himself, 
and a perusal of the record will show th a t the m ay o r’s reputed millions 
are not listed, and th at one of his officeholders, City T reasurer Cofflnberry, 
re tu rn s $4,780 m ore for taxation th an Mayor Johnson. 
The whole am ount paid in personal taxes by the TOR officeholders Is 
only $1,238.33. and when it is remembered th at these sam e officeholders 
draw from the city and county treasuries salaries am ounting to $296,756, 
it would seem that the Johnson adm inistration was a tax-eating and not a 
tax paying organisation. 
Only a few of the Johnson officeholders are named 
in the table, as It m ust be remembered that the city payrolls contain about 
3,200 Johnson followers. 
The tax r a te .in the city before Mayor Johnson started his crusade for 
“Just taxation” w as $2 67 per $100 valuation, and for the year 1902 the tax 
rate was $3 05 on each $100 valuation, and this year it will be $3.01 on each 
$100, on an estim ated duplicate of $20ii.000,000. 
This is despite the fact that 
over half the state tax in Cleveland h a s been taken off. 
Beside* th at the 
city ’s bonds w ere a t a high prem ium when Johnson came In. 
Now, after all 
his agitation, the bonds of Cleveland go begging for buyers and can scarcely 
be sold at par. 
The bonded indebtedness of th e city has been Increased by Mayor Jo h n ­ 
son from about $13,000,000 to $17,000,000, and other schemes which have 
originated in the fertile brain of the city's chief executive will increase th la 
bonded indebtedness $10,000,900 m ore if he is allowed to carry them out. 
It would seem th at Mayor Johnson, at least would be consistent enough 
to return a reasonable part of Ins reputed invisible millions for taxation 
as long as be m akes his principal political play on the inequalities of the 
present system, and claims th at the corporations and the rich are escaping 
their just share of the tax burden 
The m atter of a high tax rate is of lit­ 
tle concern to the m ayor and his followers as long as they c an escape' listing 
th eir own property for taxation. 
Following is the table complied from the 
official records in the court house and the city hall Sept. I, show ing the 
am ounts the leading Johnson officeholders consume in salaries, 
and

am ounts they pay back to the county in personal taxes, m eanwhile trying 
tu m ake political capital out of th eir inconsistent cry of_“just taxation” :
